AMMAN, June 9, (AP): Arabs 
warned today that Israel's new 
right-wing govern meni sounds 
the death knell of Middle East 
peace, hopes.

Shamir yesterday formed a 
coaKlion government. pledged to 
“uproot" the 3U-monlh-old 
Palestinian uprising in the 


occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

Amid Arab alarm over the 
expected emigration ofhundreds 
of thousands of Soviet Jews to 
Israel over the next few years. 
Shamir also said he will permit 
more Jewish seulemcnis in those 
territories, which Israel captured . 
from Jordan and Egypt in 1967. 

The new government led by 
Shamir's Likud bloc also ruled; 
out any talks with the PLO,' 
which Israel claims is responsible 
fQtdecadesofknUiigsaDd terror- 
ism. ■

hamir's government "a war 
cabinet" and urged the United 
States and other major imwers to 
act to head off confrontation. 

Kuwait Radio said the new 
Israeli government's programme 
was "a blueprint for war" and 
declared the United States would 
be held responsible for any 
Israeli aggression against Arab 
countries. 

“The programme of the new 
Israeli government is ... a 
blueprint of the so-called greater 


Israel and consequently a 
programme of war rather than 
peace," the radio said in its main 
news commentary today. 

“The United Slates, by using 
the veto power, has blocked a 
resolution at the UN Security 
Council that would have 
(irovided for sending an inves-. 
tigation committee as a prelude 
for further measures to protect 
the' Palesiinian people in the 
occupied Arab temiories," it 
said. ... 

“The response to the 
American veto was included in 
the programme of the new gover- 
nment. namely the determina- 
tion to uproot the uprising," the 
radio added. 

“The American administra- 
tion will inevitably have to shoul- 
der its responsibilities toward a 
bloody future in the Middle East 
being designed by the Israeli 
extremists," it warned. 

Kassem called on the United 
States to maintain its 1 8-month- 
old dialogue with the PLO, 
which most Arabs consider the 
sole negotiating agent for the 
world's 5 mPilion Palestinians.

Blood derived from cow successfully tested on humans 


UNITED NATIONS. June 9, (Reuter): A 
BtKton-based medical company announced 
yesterday the completion in Guatemala ofthe 
first phase of clinical tests on humans of a 
blood substitute derived from cow's blood. 

The announcement was made at a press 
conferentt at the United Nations sponsored 
by iheGuaiemalan UN mi^on and attended 
byofficials ofthe Biopure Corporation as well 


as doctors from Guatemala and the United 
States involved in the trials. . 

They said successful tests on the 
haemo^obin product, called haemopure, 
began m February at the Herrera Llerandi 
Hospital in Guatemala City, It had earlier 
been tested on animals. 

Haemopure is intended as a product that 
performs the oxygen-carrying role of 


haemoglobin, free of the Aids virus or other 
contaminants that sometimess occur in 
human blood. 

A group of 12 paid volunteers from Swit- 
zerland. the Netherlands, the United Slates 
and Guatemala took part in the tests and had 
so far displayed no side efTecls. reporters were 
told.

Ethnic riots toll 102 

Kirghiz-Uzbek border sealed 


MOSCOW, June 9, (AP): Authorities have closed 
the border between Kirgizia and Uzbekistan to 
prevent the spread of ethnic violence that has killed 
more than I ()0 people, it was reported today. 

The unrest was another in a series of ethnic 
headaches for President Mikhail Gorbachev, whose 
polides have allowed many Soviet minorities to 
express long pent-up grievances. 

Viktor Gusev. ' Uzbekistan's 
deputy interior minister, said in a 
telephone interview Andijan was 
quiet later in the day. 

An Interior Ministiy spokesman 
in Moscow. Dmitri Selraov, said that 
as part of a state of emergency 
imposed in Uzbekistan yestm^y, 
the entire border between the 
Andijan and Osh re^ons has been 
closed. This was accomplished, he 
said, using barricades and troops. 

The Tass news agency said today 
the death toll from a week of \iolence 
between the two ethnic groups, 
sparked by a land dilute had risen. 

It quoted the Kirgnizian Interior 
Ministiy as saying. “ 102 people have 
been killed. 68 of them in the Uzgeo 
district, and 436 have been wounded 
since Monday." 

Kirghizia's leaders declared Mon- 
day an ofllcia] day of mourning for 
(hose killed in the unrest, the govern- 
ment daily Izvestia reported today. 

Tass said a total of 225 residences. 

31 state buildings and 62 cars have 
been torched since the violence broke 
out over allocation of plots for bous- 
ing. 

Under treatment 

Poison found 
in Frank Reed 

BOSTON. June 9. (AP): High levels 
of the poison arsenic were found in 
freed hostage Frank Reed shortly 
after his return to the United-States 
from Lebanon, hospital ofTicials said 
yesterday. 

Reed, 57, has been undergoing 
treatment at a m^tary hospital since 
shortly after his release on April 30. 

Sixteen Westerners are slill miss- 
ing and believed held hostage in 
Lebanon. They include six 
Americans, four Britons, two West 
Germans, two Swiss, an Italian' and 
an Irishman. 

The arsenic showed up in a routine 
lest by doctors treating Reed at Mal- 
colm Grow Medical Centre, a hosi> 
itaJ at Andrews Air Force Base out- 
side Washington. 

"These tests were p^onned on 
Reed's arrival. The initial test for 
arsenic was positive Subsequent 
tests conflmied this exposure to 
arsenic and its elimination to a non- 
toxic level." the hospital said.

Protest at killing 

Demo in Srinagar 

SRINAGAR, June 9, ( U PI ): Thousands of Muslims staged a mass demonstra- 
tion today to protest the killing ofa shopkeeper by a parami'litarv patrol whidi 
opened fire following a grenade attack. 

More than lO.CKM proicsiers, many of them women covered hcad-io-toe in 
traditional Muslim robes, held a rally in the Safa KadaJ neighbourhood area of 
Srinagar, chanting ‘death to the India'. 

'The residents, who protested for about three hours, were angry about an 
incident in Safa Kadal last night in which a patrol from the border security force 
opened fire after being attacked by Kashmiri Muslim militants. 

The militants, whoare waging a campaign for independence from predomin- 
antly Hindu India, hurled a grenade at the patrol, wounding two of the soldiers, 
residents said. 

Residents said other members of the piaramiliiary unit, enraged by the attack, 
fired indiscriminately along the street, killing a shopkeeper named Nazir 
Ahmad Wani and wounding two brothers. 

Other security forces arriving at the scene cordoned ofT the area and 
housc-to-housc searches. Residents said the security forces beat up six members 
of one faintly in the area, including women and children. 

Residents of the Safa Kadal area obMrved a genei^ strike today, forcing 
businesses to close and shutting down traflic through the neighbourhood. The 
mass protest lasted until a senior ofTidal assured residents there would no 
more house searches.

THANJAVUR. India, June 9, 
(Reuter): Police in southern 
India arrested at least 87 people 
today for defying a slate govem- 
ment ban on gathering for a 
Tamil nationalist conference. 

Organisers blamed the Indt^ 
government, billing separatist 
violence in the northern border 
slates of Kashmir and Punjab, 
for the ban on the weekend con- 
ference called to demand gfttler 
autonomy for the country's 55 
million Tamils. 

Hardliners in Tamil Nadu 
state have fought a long cam- 
paian against what they see as 
political domination of the south 
fay north Indians 2.000 km(l, 250 
miles I away in New Delhi. 

**We want to secure reco^- 
tion of the Tamils as a distinct 
naiionaitiy of India which 
should in all fairness be only a 
federation of natioflalrties,** said 
one Tamil leader. Perun- 
chilranur (one name). 

The 87 arresled in Thanjavur 
town in Tamil Nadu state 
included leaders of groups 
demanding Tamil Nadu’s seces- 
sion from India and poUtictan P. 
Nedumaran, who is president of 
the hardline Tamil National 
Movement. 

Nedumaran told reporters as 
he was being arrested that the 
chief minister of Tamil Nadu, 
Muthuvel Karuoanidhi, had 
succumbed to pressure from the 
north iu announcing the bnn. 

He said the conference was not 
called to demand secession. 

Theconfenence was banned on 
the grounds that a photographic 
exhibition was planned depicting 
what the Tamil politicians said 
were atrocities committed by 
Indian troops who spent more 
than two years on a pe^e-keep- 
ing mission in Sri Lanka. 

Karunanidhi has himself 
accused the Indian troops of 
using harsh measures against Sri 
Lau^n Tamils in trying to put 


down an upriting in the Tamii- 
dominatea northeast of the 


island.

TAMPA, Florida. June 9, (AP); 
A brilliant former US Army sei^ 
geant received up to SS million 
from East bloc countries for 
secret Nato plans detailing the 
nuclear defence of Europe, an 
FBI investigator said yesterday. . 

“It's one of the most serious 
breachesever —it's unpreceden- 
ted what went over to the other 
side,'' said Joe Navarro v^o led 
the FBI's probe. 

Roderick James Ramsay. 28, 
who was arrested Th urs^y nigh i 
on a downtown sireet. appeared 
before a federal majustrate here 
yesterday. He was charged vrith 
conspirai^ to gather or deliver 
defence information to aid a 
foreign government, the FBI 
said. The magistrate continued 
the hearing until Tuesday. 

Ramsay useda miniature cow- 
bell on a key ring to identify 
himself to other members of the 
spy ring, an FBI a^nl testified 
on Friday. 

Ramsay faces a maximum 
penalty of life imprisonment if 
convicted of espionage cons- 
piracy. 

He has been co-operating with 
auiboriiies in the probe, said 
Navarro. 

Ramsay worked in West Ger- 
many from 1983 to 1985 directly 
under Clyde Lee Conrad, 43, a 
retired US Army sergeant con- 
victed of treason by a West Ger- 
man court and given a life sen- 
tence earlier this week, the FBI 
said. It said Ramsay's arrest 
stemmed from the investigation 


of Conrad. 

Navarro told US magisiraLe 
Elizabeth Jenkins that Ramsay 
had a high IQ, spoke Japanese 
and German, and "had the 
ability to recall minute details. 

• facts and figures — some from 
documents he hadn't seen in five 
or six years."

But Ramsay somehow lost 
access to that money, hesaid.and 
' wound up slewing in his car. 

Prior to joining the army, 
Ramsay robbed a l^nk in Ver- 
mont in 1 98 Land tried to ^ack a 
hospital safe, Navarro said. The 
agent also said Ramsay told the 


FBI as recently as a month ago 
that he did not mind going to 
prison, because he could get a 
good criminal education there. 

FBI agents said the seven-year 
nationwide investigation into the 
alleged spy ring was continuing. 
They refused to say how many 
people were involv^. 

FBI director William Sessions 
said the investigation was one of 
the most conmneated of its kind 
ever undertaken by the bureau 
and the uifonnaiion passed on 
was "extremely sensitive." 

Ramsay worked directly 
under Conrad in the 8th Infantry 
Diviaon C-3 plans section in 
Bad Kreuauich as the asristant 
document custodian.

June 9, (AP): A West 
German salesman who provided 
two East German agents with 
commercially available items 
like dictionaries and brochures 
was convicted yesterday of spy- 
ing for a foreign power. 

A special court sentenced 
Klaus Tscheu to four years in 
prison, with 18 months suspen- 
ded. The seven-judge panel 
acquitted his mistress. Francoise 
Drouillaul. 

During the two-day trial 
Tscheu 51. said all he furnished 
to two East German agents dur- 
ing contacts from May 1982 to 
May 1983 were items available 
commercially, like a Franco- 
German dictiona^ of computer 
terms he bought in a book store 
and leaflets on office equipment. 

He said he was paid a total of 
IS.OOO francs (about S2.S50 at 
t^ current rate) for his services. 

Tscheu told the court he ended 
his contacts after a fourth meet- 
ing in East Berlin, when he was 
taught how to develop 
photographs in his bathtub. He 
was arrested by French secret 
agents a few weeks taler, after 
b^g denounced by his mistress' 
hustend. 

Tscheu. a salesman who has 
lived in France since 1966.

man agents after placing an ad in 
a West German newspaper ofTer- 
ing to act as a commercial 
r^resen tative in France.

LONDON. June9.(AP);Anine- 
day ban on British beef imports 
bemuse of concerns about “mad 
cow disease" gave.

He added: "Should we, 
though, really expea any loiter 
behaviour from a country* that 
has been our oldest enemy and 
whose every g^ture reve^ its 
chronic inferiority complex 
towards all things English?" 

The sensational Sun tabloid 
put it less elegantly editorialising 
that the “selfish frogs" ought to 
gel lost. “Frog" is a derogatory 
word referring to the French 
taste for frogs' legs. 

Members of Parliament ^oi 
into the fray as well hamimphmg 
about supposedly inferior 
French cheeses and apples. 

David Blake, a columnist for 
the Sunday Correspondent, said 
"froggy-buhing" was “a sport 
as loved in olde England as roast 
beefitself." 

The latest blast of animosity — 
which comes amid a series of SOth 
anniversary celebrations of the 
British-French alliance in World 
War U — erupted May 30.

KLM to ground pregnant crew 

Cosmic radiation risk 


AMSTERDAM. June 9. ( AP): The Duich national 
airline KLM will begin grounding pregnant stewar- 
desses this fall because of a US report that airline 
crews may be exposed to harmful radiation levels, a 
KLM spokesman said yesterday. 

The USdeparlment of transportation report war- 
ned that cosmic radiation could cause up to i.t)OU 
additional cancer deaths per 1 00.000 crew members 
who Hy long routes approximately twice a week . 

That cancer rate would be in addition to the 
22.000 per 100.000 population expected to die of 
cancer from other causes. 

“We were planning on making some changes 
anyway, but the reports of possible dangers related 
to higher radiation levels made us act faster/' KLM 
Spokesman Hugo ^us told the Associated Press. 

Scientists and department of transportation 
officials caution that the risk data is not based on 
any study of actual cancer cases but on math- 


ematical models projecting the efrecis of low-lev’el 
cosmic radiation. 

Folkerl Draaisma. a radio-biology expert at the 
national scienlitlc research centre in Rijswijk. told 
the AP (hat the dot calculations use decade-old 
measurements. 

“These measurements need to be repeated to 
apply to newer airplanes which lly higher." he said, 
adding that radiation is most dna^rous between the 
8lh and 15lh weeks pJ'pr^naney when foelaJ brains 
arc formed. 

“i estimate that a stewardess who flies during her 
entire pregnancy wi(( reach (he unacccpiabte level." 
which he indicated was40 per cent above the normal 
dose of cosmic radiation 
According to the KLM regulation, once a stewar- 
dess reports her pregnancy, she must be given the 
option of an alternative job on the ground or an 
extended paid pregnancy leav’e. union leader ioop 
Kastermun told 'lie.-M*.

Bush insists that a 
unified Germany should belong 
to the LIS-led Nato alliance. 

Bush told political fund-rais- 
ing audiences in (he states of 
Nebniskaand Iowa that the Ger- 
man issues will not be resolved 
easily or quickly. 

“We must see that German 
reunification adheres to the 
wishes of (he German people, 
while respecting the views of 


other nations." Bush told a lun- 
cheon for Hal Daub, a candidate 
for the US Senate from Bush's 
Republican Party. 

"Serious differences still 
romain." he said. 

' Earlier.' at a fund-raising 
speech in Oes Moines, Iowa, 
Bush said that agreements struck 
at the summit, "we hope 
represent the beginning of the 
end of the cold war." 

Gorbachev has said 
repeatedly that the cold war is 
already over. 

Asked by reporters aboard Air 
Force one. the presidential air- 
plane, on the way here from Iowa 
whether he and Gorbachev had 
difTenent views on this subjea.

Bulgarians pause for breath amid prediction of socialists to lead in elections 


SOFIA. June 9. (Reuter); Bulgarians paused for 
breath today before their first free elections in 40 
years. 

*rhc red and blue flags of the Socialist Parly, 
formerly the communists, and their main rivals the 
Union ofDcmocraiic Forces fUDF) fluttered from 
apartment balconies in Sofia's suburbs. 

But there was none of the euphoria which swept 
the capital on lliursday night when several hundr^ 
thousand UDF supporters packed the six-lane 
Lenin boulevard for a pre-election rally. 

Instead, shoppers returned to the long queues 


which are a daily necessity to cope with food shor- 
tages. a legacy of communist central planning. 

Thursday's rally, the biggest show of support for 
the dissideni-Ied ClDF. dwarfed a counter demon- 
stration by the socialists which attracted 100,000, 
mostly eideriy supporters. 

“1 think everyone is a bit tired, but most people 
made up iheirmiods how they would vote some lime 
ago." one Sofia resident commented. * 

“But I think there can be little doubt that Sofia 
belongs to the UDF.” 

Hie U DF, formed seven months ago after veteran 


hardline leader Todor Zhivkov was removed, has 
woD.slrong support in larger towns. 

But in contrast to Hungry, Czecboslovakie and 
Poland, the former communists stiH have strong 
support, particularly in rural areas. 

Bulgaria is the iastof the East Europeanivunir^ 
to vote after throwing out hardrme communist 
regimes. In Sunday's poll, followed by a second 
round a week later, an eleciorateof about 6.7 million 
will elect a 400-mnnber assembly which will draft a 
new constilution within 18 months. 

So far there have been no foreign opinion polls in 


Bulgaria. But a survey of 3,000 voters by a Bulgarian 
research ^up with help from a US institute put the 
socialists in tiie lead with between 39 and 44 percent 
of the vote, followed by the UDF with between 34 
and 41 percent. 

The forecast gave the third main party, the 
-Agrarian Union, between 1 4 and 18 per cent. 

The fin^ days of the campaign have been marked 
by allegations from the UDF that Socialist activists 
hai'e intimidated voters and harassed opposition 
supporters in the provinces.

Health organisation’s 10-year programme to fight tropical diseases 


WASHINGTON, June 9, (AP): An inter- 
national health organisation has 
embarked on a lO-year programme aimed 
at helping developing nations control 
tropical d^ses such as intestinal worms 
and malaria. 

International Medical Services for 
Health, based outside Washington, is rais- 
ing money from companies, individuals 
and foundations to help liiird World 
countries solve their health problems. 

"We know we can affect the lives of 500 


million people by the year 2000,” said 
Unda PreifTer, prudent of the non-profft 
international health organisation." 

More than 3 billion people — half the 
world’s population — are afflicted by 
intestinal worms, malaria and schis- 
tosomiasis, she said. 

"We can’t do it forthe whole world by 
tfaeyear2000... but for this large part of ito 
population we can contain it," said in 
an interview. 

Officials of the organisation were hold- 


ing a two-day conference in Washington 
with representatives of non-profft mups 
from 25 countries and public health 
experts lo work on the project, ctdled the 
miuenniumprogFaniQie, 

The conf&ence was sponsored by an 
educational grant from Smithkline Bee- 
cham Pharmaceuticals, one of about- 25 
drug companies that contribute to the 
organisation. 

The most widespread health problem in 
the tropit^ areas of Asia, Africa and 


South America is intestinal worms, Pfeif- 
fer said. Most of the approximately 3 
billion people afflicted with worms are 
children, arc about 1 million children a 
year die, she said. 

An estimated 100 million to 300 million 
new cases of malaria occur each year; 
about 1 per cent of them are fatal. 

Schistosomiasis, caused by an intestinal 
parasite afflicts about 600 million people. 
The disease is less widespread than worms 
but is more serious, she saiii.

But the Israelis and the Americans 
undermined our adiievemepts wUle the coltepse of 
the socialist world was not to our interests,^' die 
painfully says. 

She adds, "it is regretful that our friends are now 


pressuring us more than our enemies to give more 
concessions." 

Speaking on the so-called Shamir plan calling for 
locd elections in the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip, she states that accepting this plan "means that 
we tocomejust residents inside these lands whose 
fate, therefore, would only be decided by the 
Isradis." 

All Palestinian factions, she asserts, must be 
aware that there is a "red line" that should not be 
crossed in the political manoeuvres toward a set- 
tlement with Israel and she appealed for halting any 
further concessions.

Hirawi fails to get arms 


Christian clashes weaken truce 


TUNIS, June 9. (Agencies); 
Lebanese President Elias Hirawi 
has failed in efforts to obtain 
anns during a three-nation tour 
of North Africa, sources in the 
president's delegation said 
today. 

Hirawi is in Tunis for talks 
with Arab League Secretary 
General Chedli K.libi and 
President Zine Al Abidine Ben 
Aii after visits lo Libya and 

Egypt. 

The sources said Cairo, 
heavily reliant on Washington 
for a:^, cited US opposition to 
weapons shipments to Lebanon 
in declining to provide Hirawi 
with military help. 

Libya was willing to provide 
anns only toa “nationaT'Leban- 
ese Army and wanted assurances 
they would not be turned against 
Palestinians, the sources said. 

Hirawi, seeking to extend his 
authority outside Syrian-con- 
trolled west Beirut, controls only 
Muslim-based brigades of the 
Lebanese Army. 

General Michel Aoun, who 
disputed the legitimacy of I&- 
awi's election under Syrian ausp- 
ices last November, commands 
mainly Christian units from his 
base in east Beirut

Lebanese ministerial sources 
said it would cost S492 million to 
rc-equjp the Lebanese Army into 
a fonse capable of disarming the 
plethora ofprivate militias which 
have sprung up over the last 1 S 
years of dviJ war and foreign 
intervention.

PoUce said no casualties were 
reported in the early morning 
exchanges which died down 
around 7:45 am (0445 GMT). 

The Vatican-brokered cease- 
called May 17, has halted 
major clashes between the two 
forces, which have been fitting 
for control of the Chnstian 
enclave north of Beirut since Jan 
30. 

' But daily firelights between 
Aoim's troops and Geagea's 
right-wing militiamen have 
become routine and police 
officials said all-out fighting 
could resume because mediators 
have failed to secure a politicai 
settlement.

Sutherland’s wife marks ’versary 


BEIRUT, June 9, (AP): The wife 
of US hostage Thomas Suth- 
erland, who marks his fifth year 
in captivity today said she does 
not bear a gn^ge against his 
Shiite Muslim kidmippers. 

“I don’t feel bitter. It doesn’t 
do you any good ... to feel bitter," 
Jean Sutherland said in an 
interview at her office on the 
campus ofthe American Univer- 
sity of Beirut 

Mrs Sutherland, 56. lives and 
works al AUB in Muslim west 
Beirut, continuing the work she 
and her husband were doing 
b^ore he was kidnapped June 9, 
1985. 

“Tom and 1 are just ordinary 
people who came here to do a Job. 
The jobis still there and we're still 
doing it and we just have to hang

tough as long as we have to,’ 
saitT 

“1 wasjust detennined that the 
continuity should go ahead, that 
there shouldn’t be changes," she 
added. “This has been tremen- 
dously rewarding for me." 

Scottish-bom SutherlantL 59, 
ofFon Collins, Colorado, is the 
second longest-held hostage in 
Lebanon. He was dean of 
agriculture at AUB when he was 
kidnapped on the airport high- 
way a f^ minutes aftCT he retur- 
ned from a visit to the United 
States. 

In addition to Sutherland. 15 
other Westerners are missing in 
Lebanon, They include nve 
Americans, four Britons, two 
West Germans, two Swiss, an 
Irishman and an Italian. 



American hostage Terry 
Anderson, 42, of Lorain, Ohio, is 
the longest held. Anderson, chief 
Middle East correspondent of 
the Associated Press, was kid- 
napped in Beirut March 1 6, 1 985. 

Islamic Jihad, the pro-Iranian 
Shiite group that holds Suth- 
erland, has never issued a photo 
of him. The only word on his 
welfare has come from former 
hostages who had been held wiih 
him. 

Mrs Sutherland, a tall woman 
with short, dark grey hair, never 
loses her smile even when she 
talks about ibe pain of her bus- 
band's captivity. 

Mrs Sutherland, who has a 
doctorate in English literature 
spends most of her time at work, 
leaching English for be^nners. 

She is also hi charge of a new 
programme leaching En^sh to 
nurses at the university's hosp- 
ital.

Beef up 
oil-related 
industry, 
says Sanea 

CHAIRMAN ofKuwaiLi Indus- 
trialists Union Khaled Al Sanea 
has called for utilisiag oil reven- 
ues in oil related industries. 

In an interview with a local 
daily, the ofTicial said in view of 
the cheap prices of the relevant 
raw materials and view of the oil 
surplus, the manufacturing of oil 
derivatives will be considered as 
"sine qua non.'' as we have to 
expect oil revenues to deminish 
in the future. 

Speaking of the establishment 
of the Industrialists Union, the 
onicial said that in light of the 
number of licensed plants which 
amounted to about 550 accord- 
ing lo the Industrial Develop- 
ment Committee al Kuwait's 
Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry, the forming of the 
union was inevitable. 

This quanltun of industrialists 
have their own problems which 
cannot be solved on an 
individual basis and the ministry 
could not discuss each problem 
separately. In accordance with 
the Ministry of Commerce and 
industi^'s approval industrial- 
ists decided to form their union.

Meanwhile, to create the 
national technical cadre capable 
of shouldering industrial respon- 
sibilities, it would be essential to 
set up the nesessaiy technical ins- 
titutes to pr^iare the setting up 
of a naiioi^ industrial authority 
and activating the Industrial 
Development Committee at the 
ministiyofcommerceandindus- I 
try. Sanea said. 


Kuwait for 
child rights 

UNITED NATIONS. June 9, 
(Kuna); Kuwait has signed the 
convention on the Rights of the 
Qiild, but with reservations, per- 
manent representative Moham- 
med A. Abiilhassan said yester- 
day. 

The signing took place in the 
United Nations legal office 
Thursday. 

In November 1989, Kuwait 
informed the secretary-general it 
supports the convenuon and the 
general objMtives of pronaoting 
the well-being of children and 
their development. 

Kuwait said at the time, 
however. It was not in position to 
support some terms of the con- 
vention, in which there are 
elements incompatible with 
Islamic Sharia and domestic 
statutes in force. 


Plan to boycott union 


A PROPOSAL to discuss impor- 
ting consumer goods directly by 
a co-operative society from the 
manufuciurer without the 
intervention ofu third party, will 
be held by the board of directors 
ofco-op societies at its forthcom- 
ing meeting. 

Speaking to u local daily, the 
chairman of Ahmadi and Sabu- 
hiya Co-operative Society, Mis- 
han Al Mutairi said the new 
scheme aims ui minimising the 
prices of consumer goods. 

in a related development, ihe 
I deputy chairman of the society. 
Hamdan Al Outibi called on the 
co-operative societies represen- 
ted in the Co-operative Societies 
Union to define urgent rationale 
for the incr^se in counsumer 
goods prices by the union. 

The official said that his co- 
operative society. abided by 
prices of consumer goods adop- 
ted by the union's specialist 
committees. He added that his 
society bad obtained better 
prices through its procurement 
society. However, he said that it 
is restricted in purchasing these 
commodities as the union has lo 
circulate these prices to other 
societies. 

Method 

He said that the best method 
was to leave the purchasing of 
commodities independently lo 
each respective co-operative. He 
said that those co-operatives 
who had large turnovers would 
be belter placed to obtain more 
favour^ prices. 

On a more serious note, hesaid 
thatiniheevent theuniondid not 
positively respond to the co- 
operative societies demands, 
these societies reserve the right to 
boycott the consumer goods sup- 
plied through the union. He 
called OR the Ministry of Social 
Affairs and Labour and the Min- 
istry of Commerce and Industry 
to intervene pragmatically to 


ensure that pnoc.<: arc not 
increased without jusiil'icaiion 
by (he union. 

Problems 

He ullributed the "Price 
escalation problem” to some 
suppliers importing consumer 
goods through third parties and 
not directly from manul'aciurors. 
the absence of follow-up by the 
board of directors and the gen- 
eral a.ssembiies of (he co- 
operative societies. in addition to 
the absence of the control by the 
auihorities concerned, including 
(he Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry and the Ministry of 
Social ArTairs and Labour and 
suppliers greed (o make quick 
profits. 

Meanwhile, the oiTlcial called 
on authorities to permit the co- 
operative societies lo import 
directly from abroad to facilitate 
compeiiiion among co-operative 
societies. 

He called for an urgent meet- 
ing to be held between the chair- 
men of (he co-operative societies 
and ofTicials of the union to set 
up (he necessary framework and 
criteria for governing prices. 

Dealers and food producers in 
Kuwait on the other hand are 
nqjortedly planning to boycott 
the Kuwait Union of Co- 
operative Consumer Societies.

Formula for privatising state shares soon 


Dire need of confidence in Bourse 


THEfiftorformula for privatising govern- 
ment shares in companies list^ in the 
bourse are expected to be comt:4eied 
within the next four momhs, Kuwait's 
Minister of Finance, Jassim Al Khorafi 
said. 

In a seminar at Kuwait Univemity on 
the theme "Govemment Pollies in tlw 
private sector" Khoraft underscored his 
conviction that the govemraent will profit 
from the privatising process as compa red 
to purchasecost. TheprivatisatioD process 
will be based on specific criteria taklnginto 
account the administrative and follow up 
costs, incurred by the government as 
represented by the Public Investment 
Authority. 

The government has decided to sell its 
shares in 1 3 companies to the private seci- 
lor, the ofTiciaJ said and commented that 
this could not be classified as a privatisa- 


tion process, as the privatisation process is 
an integrated programme of political and 


sodal processes and comprehensive econ- 

licliMr 


omic liberalism. 

He added that the 13 companies which 
the government would like to sell itsshares 
in were suffering losses, and said that the 
sale of these shares will constitute a 
staJemate for the private sector as no ben- 
efits will be realised. Tltis could lead to 
judicial proceedings calling on the govem- 
'ment for comper^tion. However, he 
clarified that the privatising process of the 
13 con^nies aimed at alleviating the bur- 
dens of the Public Investment Authority 
underlined the fact that the budget of the^ 
companies is available to any prospective 
purchaser. 

Khorafi said that the privatisation 
programme will initially concentrate on 
companies listed in the bourse and these 


will be totally privatised — not because the' 
private sector is more eflicient than the 
public sector, but because the subscription 
of the govemment to these compa niesdoes 
not fall within government avenues and 
their subscription in these companies 'was 
the result of exceptional circumstances. 

He said that during the economic com- 
prehensive review review conducted in 
i486, special concern was given to hand- 
lingcompanies listed in the bourse. Hesaid 
that is is not possible toJeeep the. positions 
of these companies at a "status quo" as it 
wus during t he Manakh crisis. 

Further, it is not possible to proceed 
with the privatisation process without 
calking into account the position in the 
stock market as the market is in dire need 
to regain the confidence of shareholders. 
The govennneni had opened a dialogue 
with the Chamber of Commerce and 


Industry and ofGcials in the Kuwait Stock 

Market in addiiion'toexperts m the pnvaie 
sector to opinions and draw up 

appropriate formulae. . 

However, he said: "the government is 
not required to provide evrything to inves- 
tors with a golden spoon." Investors 
should follow a discerning policv- he said. 

Meanwhile, the Kuwaiti economi.*it. 
Jassim Al Sadoun commented on athe 
ministers* speech as saying (hat it uas 
unbalanced, lacked necessary data which 
could be of potential use to investors and 
researchers. Spedncully comnKniing. he 
said that the minister had given w.»mc 
parameters to be taken into account dur- 
ing the privalisjlion pnxKSS. without isiv- 
ing necessary figures, cosis and risks and 
said that the entire exercise is a "(nai 
balloon intended to gauge the reaction of 
ihc market.'*

(AP): Euphoria over South Korea's success at 
thawiag cold war ice is tempered by the reality that change may come 
slowly and painfully to North Korea. 

South Korean (Resident Roh Tae-Woo announced triumphantly 
alter meeting Mikhail Gorbachev in San Francisco last week that Seoul 
and Moscow would work toward full relations, and that the Soviet 
President promised to help encourage reform and openness in North 
Korea, Moscow's client slate. 

Roh said this should reduce tension on the Korean peninsula and

However, US and South Kofean officials and American scholars 
generally agreed that for gbsnost and perestroika lo penetrate North 
Korsa,a teadershipchaogemigbt bereqidied in one of the world's most 
dosed societies. 

Cull 

The personality cult around 77-year-old North Korean President 
Kim 11-^ung has been compared to that of the late Romanian dictator 
Nicolae Ceausescu. Ceausescu's forces shot thousands of Romaruans 
before he and his wife Elena were arrested, tried secretly and executed in 
the bloodiest of last year's East bloc revolutions. 

South Koreans hope fora scenario more like that in Cemiany which 
was also divided at the end of World War U. 

The Roh government uses the German expression “Nordpolitik." or 
northern policy, for approaches to North Korea. West Germany 
pursued "Ostpoliiik" to approach East Germany, and the two coun- 
tries now are on the verge of unification. 

A senior member of Roh's entourage, insisting on anonymity, 
acknowledged that the swift fall from power of East Gennany's Erich 
Honecker and other European communist leaders could discourage 
rather than encourage IGra ll-Sungto accept tefoniL 

Until recently. North Korea was so cut olT chat its people heard little 
lo counter the oftidaJ propaganda that they liv^ in a workers' 
paradise. Unlike Eastern Europe, the leadership was not facing much 
popular pressure, several experts said. 

Seoul hopes this will gradually change, as the openiag of the fiedia 
Wall and coming of democracy to East Europe enables North Korean 
official said . Reportedly, changes in Euro^ have prompted North 
Korea to call home potential defectors. 

Pressure 

If, as in China, pressure for economic changes builds pressure for 
political change in North Korea. The possibility could arise of ^oo- 
gyang cracking down with fotxx. like China a year agp against pro- 
democracy demonstrators. 

"rm relatively pessimistic about any change in domestic or foreign 

E olicy," in North Korea, said Daryl M. Plunk, visiting fellow at the 
[eriiage Foundation, a conservative think tank. "Certainly not until 
Kim li-Sung is gone. There is no int^tfdntlihVit would be different' ' 

"I don’t think thw’s any chance ofcdilap^(in North Kdr^l of the 
kind in Romania or East Germany." said Selig S. Harrison, senior 
associate of the mvate Camegk Endowment for Internationa) Peace, 
who has visited North Korea tvrice. 

"What is possible is the opening to the outside world they need for 
economic reasons ... but quick changes are not possible under the ' 

E resent leadership," Harrison added. There is no power struggle, but 
awks and doves do contest over economic policy, he said. 

Harrison predicied Gorbachev would encourage North Korean 
reform, but also press South Korea and the United States to reduce 
armaments along the North-South border, one of the world's most 
heavily fortified frontiers. 

Normalisation 

“Early normalisation of relations between Seoul and Moscow is 
Really overrated.’* he said, but “Gorbachev has bought time" to 
increase trade and investment from South Korea by giving &oul the 
importani symbolic gesture of meeting Roh. 

MeanwhQe. he added. "1 think we are going to see Gorbachev trying 
to play more of a peacemaking role." 

He.said Gorbachev would urge South Korea and the United States to 
consider seriously North Korean proposals for them to reduce forces 
along the demarcation zone. An easing of the arms race would allow 
Pyongyang to divert some of its heavy military spending lo consumer 
jfidusiries. 

Roh. Gorbachev and US presidential spokesman Marlin Fitzwuter 
have all been quoted recently as saying North Korea should not be 
made to fed threatened. 

US and South Korean ofticialshaveoften voiced concera that North 
Korea could react irraiionallv and violently if it felt threatened or 
cornered. Administration officials have said that in improving its own 
relations with North Korea, ihe United States would press Pvongyang 
to renounce terrorism and to accept mlernaiional inspection of its 
nuclear facilities required and long overdue undn the non-prolifera- 
tion treaty. 

The Soviet Union, a co-sponsorof the treaty with the United States, 
is also concerned about the possibility North Korea might make an 
atomic bomb. Plunk noted.

Rebe llion in Soviet Asia 

Frustration feeds resistance 


TASHKENT, USSR, f AP): Almost overlooked in 
the nationwide tumult. Soviet Central Asians are 
reclaiming their identity waaing a free-form 
rebellion against Moscow while warring among 
themselves. 

New political movements, led by intellectuals and 
fed by an Islamic revival, accuse local authorities of 
perpetuating Kremlin control. Poverty and social 
f^rustration are sowing violence. 

Vicious communal riots, quelled by shoot-io-kill 
military repression, have killed hundreds of people 
perhaps more than i .000. in the past year. Rampag- 
ing youths have lorched whole neighbourhoods, 

nfiiroughout the region activists say that President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev's promise of perestroika 
eludes Asians who do not w^i space in the "com- 
mon European home" he envisions for the future. 

Unlike the northern republics where Baltic 
republics bargain for a separate place in new 
Europe, Asians pursue a dream of reviving 1.000- 
year-old roots stifled by Russian rule. 

Despite 70 years of Soviet overlay, much of the 
regiona remains almost as the silk-caravan drivers 
found it on tbdr way from China. Only blocks from 
Tashkent's grandiose monuments to Soviet 
saviours, old men in robes and skullcaps sip tea 
under mulberry' trees. 

Beyoiui mud walls on w'inding streets hardly wide 
enou^ for a laden donkey, youths read the Holy 
Quran and mutter darkly about a century of Rus- 
sian imperi^ism. In«earingly. they are ready to 
figbi. 

Algeria 

"This is like what happened in Ai^ria "said tgpr 
Krupnik, a specialist in ethnic cMiflict at the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences, evoking the upheaval which 
drove France from its North African colony. 

But unlike Algeria, he said bitter divisions among 
peoples in the five Central Asia republics add ibe 
threat of internal civil war. pitting Asians against 
each other as they resist Moscow. 

In Uzbekistan, the thinl most populous Soviet 
republic, and in Tadzhikistan, to the south along the 
Afghan border, Rusrians are leaving in growing 
numbers, joining an exodus of ethnic minorities. 

Although some Russiansadmit to fear of violence 
many say they axe leaving before worsening econ- 
omic and social conditions in Central Asia trigger a 
mass depvture. 

Potential unrest spreads across a vast area 
approaching a population of 50 million, echoing 
concerns in this modernized ancient capital. 1 .800 
miles (2,900 kilometres) from Moscow. 

V^ile flghting in the Caucasus is confined to well- 
I delineated borders, as in Lebanon, Krupnik said 
internal strife among Central Asian groups could 
spiUacrossaSovietsouthernborderstretefaingfrom 
Iran to China. 

On June 4, violence broke out between Uzbeks 
and Kirghiz on the border between their republics, 
over desperately scarce land. A skirmish spread to 
pitched battle, and scores were killed.

Israeli coalition could be short-lived 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. (Reuter): The roost 
right-winggovernment in Israeli history may also be 
among the most short-lived, if it ever gets off the 
ground, political sources say. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir formed a righi- 
wingcoaUuon on Friday, dominated by tou^-talk- 
ing-hawks opposed to peace negotiations with the 
Palestinians. 

Aides said the 74-year-old Likud Parly leader was 
reluctant to force an alliance with far-right and 
uiira-religious parties, which could lead Israel into 
world isolation. 

But they said he had no choice after the Labour 
Party brought down a national unity cabinet in 
March over his refusal to accept US proposals for 
Israeli-Palestinian peace talks. 

Despite a parliamentary majority of 62-S8 on 
paper, the new coalition looks highly 'unstable. 

Squabbling 

Rival religious parties are still squabbling over 


government posts and three disaffected Likud back- 
benchers may yet demand cabinet seats as the price 
for their vote. 

Barring lasl-minute hitches, the government is 
due to seek a vote of confidence in Parliament on 
Monday. 

Once iUakesofTtce.%amir could quickly become 
a prisoner of hawks like Ariel Sharon and David 
Levy tn his own party, of ultra-orth^ox rabbis and 
what one aide described as "right-wing crazies." 

The pressures may drive him lo seek early elec- 
tions or a renewed uoity government with Labour, 
political sources ssud. 

"It's -very ttifficuli if you only have a narrow 
majority and you can be blackmailed on every 
parliamenlapr vote. There will be three crises a week 
in this coaiiuon," a seasoned cabinet official said. 

The government will depend on the parliamen- 
tary support of (hrce far right parties — Tehiya and 
Tsomet. which favour annexation of the occupied 


territories and unbridled Jevrisb settleiriedt tfaer^ 
and MoledeL wbidi advocates the mass "tiantfer" 
of Arabs to Jordan. 

Unpoputeritjr ■ 

The unpopularity of die new govenmaeDt, which . 
opinion polu showed only 14 per cent of Israelis 
wanted, could also increase public pressure for 
r^onn of an electoral system which gives fringe 
parties the balance of power. 

"Whatever government is fpnned, it is clear that 
Israel's politic system is rotten to' the core.’^ 
poUti^commentatorYeshayahu Ben-Porat wrote: 
in the mass-circuIatioD YedioiAhrpnothon Friday. 

The Maariv newspaper, in an outspoken 
editorial, lajtabasted the country's politicians as 
"pigs, pimps and prostitutes." 

Likud Minister Ehud Olmert, who negotiated the 
coalition, said it was not the happiest day of his 
political career and he did not expect the coalition to 
last long.

No fare hike 

SIR; .Apropos tetter which appeared in your 
daily dated June 4. 1990 in ihecolumn 'Letters to 
the Editor' under the caption ’Justify action' by 
C.K. Satyaraj seeking certain clarification in the 
mazters of fan? hikes and withdrawal of lay-over 
facilities by the airlines. 

Fim and foremost, let it be made clear to your 
readers (hat rhe lay-oter facilities arcstill availa- 
ble to our passen^rs and also that there is no 
trike in air fare to the 1 ndian sub-continent, as has 
been misunderstood and mentioned by most of 
the Indian passengers. 

HU date, airlines in Kuwait are not charging 
the lATA published excursion fare of KD197.00 
for a journey Kuwaii-Bombay-Kuwait or 
Kuwait-Delhi-Kuwaii. Thcso-called increase in 
air fare is felt mainly due to the withdrawal of 
incentives which were olTercd in the past in the 
form of discounted fares, both by agents and 
airlines operating in Kuwait. 

Secondly. Kuwait is the only countrv' in the 
entire Gull* region where even today ainines do 
not char^ the lATA published fare to the Indian 
sub-continent, but still offer discounts. 

Thirdly, the fare agreements are multilateral 
and have been arrived at by mutual understand- 
ing between airlines and their respective govern- 
ments and no unilateral cut can be legally oflmed 
without a mutual agreement from these agencies. 
In short, the airline cannot cut the price 
unilaterally even if it wanted to do so. 

Fourthly. LATA has no legal fiat beyond being 
an umbrella and thedeciskm lo reduce fares can 
only be made in consonance with the airlines and 
theu respective governmenu; which are sig- 
natories to the contract. A unilateral nedwtion 
could be granted if the airline petitioned its co- 
signatories for permission but it must fint be 
allowed to do so by its own govemmenu 

The eovemment cri*! ndia has recently announ- 
ced that it will appoint a high level consultative 
committee to go into the fare .structure of Gulf- 
India routes and come up with their recommen- 
dations. Till then, fidi India has no option but to 
fall in line with the national carrier and charge 


the fares decided upon and agreed by the other 
airlines operating out of Kuwait.

Boussena 
warns of 
crisis in 
oil markets 

RIYADH. June 9. (AP): The new 
president of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries. 
Styfgfc Boussena. was quoted today 
as warning of erisis in oil markets in 
the coming two to three years if Opec 
nations do not develop their oil 
production potential. 

in an interview with the Saudi 
Arabian monthly mugarine Al ikii^ 
s^ Wal-Nafi. Boussena. who is 
Aigenu's oil minister, was also dis- 
satisfied with what he considered a 
“lack of will for dialogue" betwMn 
oil producing and consuming 
nations to help stabilise (he world 
market. 

He saw a “historic opportunity" 
for cooperation by industrially 
oations and oil companies in helping 
ml producers to develop their output 
in line with an expected rise in w orld 
demand. 

Opcc nationsareestimaied to need 
some SSO-60 billion to develop oil 
reserves estimated at two-thirds of 
the global total. 

Without such developmeDi over 
the coming years Opec producers 
could be oulsirippied by world 
demand, leading to a world oil crisis. 
Boussena said. 

He advised that the sudden 
increase in prices that would be 
brought about in such a case could be 
followed by equally "quick and sud- 
den collapses" in prices. 

Boussena expressed the view that 
Opec needed to org^ise a gradual 
increase in its reference price of S 1 8 
per barrel. Hedescribed the 1 3 mem- 
ber stales of the organisation as 
“very reasonable" in thimr attitude to 
the increase. 

He anticipated that ifan Opec min- 
isterial council reached agrecnneni on 
such an increase, it would "not 
exceed more than S2 . . . aod would be 
gradual over a reasonable time 
span." 

The next Opec ministerial session 
is scheduled for the end of July. 

At present, oil prices have sagged 
below SI 5 a barrel in the face of a glut 
on the world market. Boussena 
declined to say when he expected the 
prices to improve, saying “no one can 
reply accurately to such a quesdon.'* 

Bul he pointed out that Opec 
nations "have all the factors to help 
raise the prices." He listed 
anticipated rising world demand, 
nsductioo in output by two giaot 
produceis. United Sutes and Soviet 
Union, and reduction from peak 
pnxluctioD by other- id eaepodfteR. 


Economy expanding too slowly 


NEW YORK, June 9. (AP): While Wall Street has 
dramaticaJly changed iis vieu* of the economic 
outlook in the past couple of monihs. it is having 
trouble persuading the Federal Reserve to do the 
same. 

Analysts in the financial world have interpreted 
recent statistics on theeconomyasshowingu lot less 
growth than earlier had been supposed. 

But the Fed has so far made no movie to oblige 
bulls in the bond and stock markets by adopting 
more stimulative credit policy and encouraging 
interest rates to keep falling. 

The centra] bank has sent out a variety of signals 
in recent days that it isn't gravely worried about any 
impending recession, in spite of stagnating 
employmeni growth over the last three monihs. 

Instead, it still seems to be more concerned with 
keeping the brakes on inflaiion, even with recent 
evidence that upward pressures on the cost ofiiving 
have eased. 

"The latest economic data move the Fed closer to 
an easing of monetary policy, but it is unlikely that 
such a move will take place before the third quar- 
ter," say economists at the investment firm of Kid- 
(fer. Peabody and Co. 

The Fed has made no change for more than 1 5 
months in its discount rate — (he charge it sets on 
loans to private nnaricial insiitutions. and iis most 
publicised tool for influencingchangesin the flow of 
money and credit through the banking system. It has 
stood at 7 per cent since Feb 24. 1 989. 

In a further Teflection of the sieady-as-she-goes 
approach taken by chairman Alan Greenspan, the 
interest rate on fedoral funds, or overnight loans 
between banks, has hovered around 8.25 per cent 
since January of this year. 

To some, this stan^ as evidence that the Fed has 
found the correct way to keeping the economy on a 
p-«rh of slow growth despite such disrupting influen- 


ces as the savings and loan crisis. 

At the same tune, it has altiacted a steady stream 
of criticism from people in both government and 
private business who contend lhai the economy is 
expanding too slowly. 

As hopes ebbed on Wall Street for an early move 
toward stimulus by ihe Fed. stock prices tumbled, 
giving up some of ihe gains that carried the market 
to record highs as recently as Monday. Tlte Dow 
Jones average of .70 industrials dropped 39.59 to 
2,862..78. 

The New York Stock Exchange Composite index 
fell 1 .98 to 196.05: the Nasdaq Composite index for 
the over-the-counter market lost 1 .27 to 460.87 and 
the American Slock Exchange Market Value index 
WHS down 2.66 at .361.77. 

Volume on the Big Board averaged 1 68.46 million 
sharesa day against 1 72,62 million the week before. 

Jf the F^ is going lo get more accommodative, 
many analysts believe, it could do so in early July 
once policymakers cel a look at another set of 
employmeni statistics. 

The chances for such a change might be further 
enhanced with favourable readings on the consumer 
price index for May and June. 

"JfiheCPJismoderaleforanoihermonth oriwo, 
the monetary authorities are likely to lower the 
target on the federal funds rate by a notch or two to 
signal their intent to support the expansion." said 
Richard Rippeat Dean Witter Reynolds Inc. 

Traders in the bond and slock markets indeed 
appear to be banking on significantly improved 
inflation news. 

Says William Melton at IDS Financial Services in 
Minneapolis: “Our belief is that the stage is being set 
for a s^ll of inflation around 3 per cent --- a 
welcome relief after the 8.5 per cent annualised rate 
during the first quarter." 


Minister caiis tor new roubie rate on Juiy 1 


MOSCOW, June 9, (Reuter): The Soviet currency's 
ofTicial exchan^rate should be changed next month 
to reflect market conditions. Finance Minister 
Valentin Pavlov said in an interview published yes- 
terday. 

"The finance ministry believes that from July 1. 
without waiting fornew wholesale prices, the rouble 
could be brou^l into line with its purchasing power 
as a currency." Pavlov told the government daily 
Izvestia. 

“The offlctaJ rate of 59 kopecks to the dollar is not 
the sort of thing which suits our partners." 

Pavlov gave no indication to what extend the rate 
would be modified. A discounted tourist rate one- 
tenth the offkiaJ rate was introduced for foreign 
resideDts and visitors last November to discourage 
black market activity. 

Convertibility of the rouble is one aim of the 
government's plan to shift to a market-based econ- 
omy within five years. 

Tbc plan has been attacked in parliament 
deputies -denoundiig the huge price increases it 


entails and is likely to be amended when next discus- 
sed on Tuesday. 

The Ukraine and Byelorus.sia. two key republics 
in the country's Slavic Heartland, have already 
rejected the plan. Russian President Boris Yeltsin 
has vowed lo opp^ it and promote an aliemutive 
programme focusing on mass denationalisation of 
industry. 

The Interfax news agency reported that the 
federration council — a body chaired by President 
Mikhail Gorbachev and including the presidents of 
all 15 ^viel Republics — would meet on Saturday 
to discuss the economic programme. 

In his tnterviw. Pavlov said he doubled the 
government would achieve its ob^live this year of 
halving the budget deficit lo 60 billion roubles (S96 
billion) and calM for emergency measures to 
correct the situation. 

"The economy still has a decided tendency to 
decline and this is reflected in the level of national 
income," he said.

NEW YORK, June 9, (UPI): The 
stock markeu fuelled by expectations 
for lower interest rates, kicked oiT the 
week on a new high on Monday with 
the Dow industrials reaching a record 
high and came within striking distance 
of the magical 3000 mark.

Soviets must achieve 


market economy 


MOSCOW.June9.( Reuter): President Mikhail Gorbachev said 
on Friday the ^vict Union must press ahead with far-reaching 
changes io create a market economy, lifting the country from 
staenation after decades of centralised planning. 

Gortwchev-. who faces growing opposition to the Soviet 
government’s economic reform plans, told the nation he w*as 
convincM ordinary people would come to recognise that only a 
market system could give them the life they wanted. 

In quiet but determined mood, Gorbachev told a news con- 
ference televised live across the Soviet Union about his drastic 
plans to meet the needs of consumers. 

“The majority of our society has come to the conclusion that 
we verv deep changes in our economy," he said. 

“The market is the environment which will encourage produc- 
tivity and quality. Our conclusion is that it is essential." 

The president spoke of a reform package of more than 30 law 
and decrees that would set up “a develop financial and credit 
network of commercial banks” as wx:!! as security and com- 
mMity exdianges, among other measures. 

Referring to state-fixed prices, many unchanged for decades, 
he said: “We must put uil prices in line with the realities of the 
economy and bring them up to world levels. If not, how can we 
open our drfenceless market to the worid’.’ Foreign businetsmen 
would leave us naked within two weeks.” 

Gorbachev delivered his remarks sitting alongside Britain's 
Conservative Prime Minister Margaret 'Thatcher, one of the 
Wesiern world's chief apostles of the market system, who is on a 
visit to the Soviet Union.

The apartment has a carpeted 
h ush that suggests financial com- 
fort.

ERMA kept her promise and invited me that even- 
ing.

Farouk on the French TV, I saw her beside him and 
from that date decided to search for her. The 
programme was entitled “Stars” presented by 
Frederick Mitterrand, the nephew' of (he French 
president and I informed her that it was that 
individual who had guided me to her. 

1 also told her that there was another reason for 
my trying to meet her — the writings about the 
former Egyptian king were mostly one-sided. These. 
I said could have been projected by his opponents 
who desired to depict him as a reckless and careless 
ipan. 1 further said lhai 1 believed ibai the man 
should be covered from a different angle which 
could be only possible through her. 

I went on lo explain lo her that 1 desire lo hav« a 
dear picture in my mind about King Farouq as we 
were told that he was swimming in liquor, while she 
had told me that be drank no alcohol. 

Erma listened to me intently and 1 felt that she was 
convinced of my bonafides for meeting with her. 

Going ahead with my dialogue, 1 told her that it 
might come as news to her to learn that Farouq 
hated bis mother Nazly and differed with her and 
refused to meet with her. The reason, I said, as 
explained to me was that she had changed her 
religion from Islam to Calbolicfim. 

Continuing, I told her that when Nazly tried very 
hard while in the USA to meet with Farouq and sent 
one ofthe Shah offran's sisters lo mediate with him 
to meet her, but he refused on the grounds that hedid 
not want to meet with a Muslim who had converted 
to another religion. 

Erma, 1 srad, 1 was further told that Farouq used 
to fast during the holy month of Ramadan and used 
to pray with the beads during this period. During 
this period, Farouq used to take a break from 
everything and he was changing his life’s 
prograimne. 

. She said that she could not understand the reason 
for the change in Faroiiq's life during that period, 
but said that she recollect^ that during that month, 
Farouq had presented a nice bead to that Middle 
Eastern personality who used to visit them.

could you elucidate? 

After a brief hesitation, she said that during his 
last days.

Also only one servant 
remained with Farouq. The secretaries and servants 
had left him. because he was unable to pay them. 

She added that strangely. Farouq never c>'m- 
plained to anyone, although, I knew that he had 
many friendsand they could have assisted him. only 
if he had lold them. However, he was a very proud 
man and though eifts did come during his Iasi days 
the>’ were insignificant. 

All these factors combined to add to his fisy- 
chological troubles which adversely affected his 
health. Erma said. Farouq never complained, she 
said and added that he sold his properties lo survive 
and in the end wedid not find anything of value in his 
will. She confided that he was proud to the extent 
that if he did not find anything to eat he would 
remain hungry. 

Taken up with her memories. Enna said that 
Farouq was loved by Italy and the Italians loved 
him. They used lo call him “King Farouq.” He died 
at the age of 45. but looked because of sorrow and 
pain as if he was 60 or 70 years of age. He died 
because of his w'orries and death must have been a 
good rest for him. she added reflccLively. 

I was really astounded with this new insight into 
King Farouq to the extent that I lold Erma: I wonder 
whether I am listening lo a tragedy film or a true 
episode. 

Erma replied: Believe me — 1 have presented 
Farouq from an eyewitness* point of view. Write . 
this: 

She became very sad and was almost on the point 
of tears. Consequently. 1 felt 1 should finish the 
questions and al that moment, looking at Erma. I 
fdt a very strong pain. 

I requested her to arise and taking a taxi drove her 
to the apartment in silence.

Yes, she said emphatically — my 
origins are from the Nile Valley and who knows 
perhaps one day another lea^r may come to take 
me and thus achieve what Geopalra achieved in 
taking two Roman leaders. 

On my way back home, many issues still remain 
unresolt^ in my mind. 1 was still wondering as lo 
what is right and what is wrong? Is history all correct 
or only part of it? 

1 leave you with these difficult questions — yet to 
be answered.

FAMILY DOCTOR

QUESTION: A close relative recently was diag- 
nosed with “thalassemia.” He is 29 years.old and 
never illegal drugs and a heterosexual. Please 
tell me what you know about this disorder. Thank 
you very much. 

Answen Let me first put your mind at ease. Neither 
one ofthe two lifestyle siruations that you mention 
has anything to do with the cause of thalassemia, 
llte name of this blood disorder comes from the 
Greek word “thalassa” meaning “sea” becasue the 
condition was first observed in people who lived 
around the Mediterranean Sea, and is sometimes 
called ‘‘Mediierranean Anaemia.*' Today, dihough 
common in Italians, Africans and individuals of 
Southeast Asian ancestry, the disease has a world- 
wide distribution. 

As a group, thalassemia refers to a group of 
chronic, inherited anaemias that are caused by mal- 
fumions in the synthesis of haemoglobin, which 
aflects the productioa of red cells. There are two 
main types, “thalassemia major” (sometimes called 
“Cooley's anaemia”) and “thala^mia minor.'] 
While the anaemia be severe in the “major” 
form, life expectancy for those with the “minor” 
form is norn^. 

In severe types,-there may be changes in bone 
structure, enlarg^ ^leen and impara growth 
pattern in ^Idren. Since the anaemia is caused by 
the body's inability to manufacture enough noimal 
red cells, the only treatment available is transfuaon, 
which in can provoke serious side effects and 
.complications. However, sintt the disorder may be 
unherited in a number of ways, the severity of the 
disease may vary from a few problems to a situation 
that is severe and life threatening.

led has received a great deni of study, iucicdaiii^ iue 
ability of genetic counsellors lo advise prospective 
paren is wi th this trai t. The fact that your relative has 
only been diagnosed at the age of 29 may indicate 
that he has the less severe form of the anaemia, but 
only complete testing of his blood can tell. The fact 
that this is an inherited disease may make this 
answer of more than passing interest to you if you 
are a member of his family and a blood relative. 
Question: My IS-year-old son'has a whole lot of 
pimples popping out on his chest If I didn't know 
TCtier, I .would think it could be acne, but bdieve 
they only crop out on the face. What could this rash 
be? 

Answer: Acne can cause pimples on the chest and 
back as well as the face. Teen-aged boys suffer 
especially from acne pimples in that location. But 
there are other skin conditions or infections — and 
some medications — that can cause skin outbreaks 
ont^chesf. 

The best way to find out what you your son has is 
to see your doctor. All skin eruptions are best 
diagnosed when examined directly. Acne pimples 
are primarily blackheads (or comedones in medical 
tenninoiogy). If this outbreak is composed of small 
whiteheads (pustules). If reddened bumps 
(papules), the condition may be a folliculitis, or an 
infection ofthe hair follicles, or perhaps it’s just a 
c ase of prickly beat. However, neither usually 
occurs on the chest. 

The problem may be a skin infection, and your 
doctor may check for this by sreing if there are 
bacteria in thepustules. Ilsoundslike this problem is 
causing teth you and your son a Ut of anxiety, 
whieh.can only be relieved with the personal diag- 
nosis your physician can supply.

Conjuring up the past with scale models

The New Statesmen and Society' 
WHEN Mrs Gorbachev visited the 
Museum of London in April last year, she 
was shown the dress worn by Anna 
Pavolva for a performance of Tchaikov- 
sky's Riasian Dance. But (he (lem that 
most enchanted her was the 19lh century 
grocer's shop, complete with its heavy 
wooden counter and shelves, a huge cast- 
iron cotTee-grinder, an elaborate overhead 
wine system for communicating with (he 
cashier, and a display of very dry biscuits in 
glass cases along the front of the counter. 

The grocer's is only one of the many 
shops and rooms rescued from demolition 
and now reconstructed in the museum. 
There are also a tailor's, u pnnicr's. g 
chemist's and a pub from the 1 9th cCnmn: 
a 20th century Woolwonh's counter: tne 
resplendent lifts installed in Selfridge's 
deparlment store in I92S:m-ocelJsfroman 
ISlh century debtors' prison, complete 
with names and drawings scniiched on the 
wooden walls and a stuffed rat under the 
(able; a medieval kitchen and a Roman 
one. with a mosaic floor. 

Possibly even better for conjuring up the 
past are the beautifiil scale models on 
display, many of which are now historic 
obj^ts themselves, since they were made 
in the last century. They iiKlude a Roman 
wharf under construction beside the River 


Thames, with soldiers marching over a 
bridge, and a partvof slaveshuddledon the 
quuv; there is London Bridge, with its 
burden of medieval and I6th century- 
houses and. over the stone gate on the 
south bank, even tiny spikes on which are 
impaled the heads of executed criminals. 

Fire Experience 

There are also models of Sir Joseph 
Paxton's Crystal Palace, built for the 
Great Exhibition of 1851, and of old St 
Paul's Cathedral, which was destroyed by 
the Great Fire of London in 1666. 

Above all there is the so-called Fire 
Experience itself. It is a model of the 1 7ih 
century wooden city at night. 

With dark clouds scudding across the 
backcloth, the exhibit begins to glow here 
and there, and then breaks out in red flares 
all over as we hear the famous account by 
diarist Samuel Pepys of how the fire spread 
oiuof control as the wind blew. 

The exhibit on that other more recent 
devastation of London — the World War 
II Blitz — in which neariy 30,000 people 
died and 1 2.000 buildings were destroyed, 
currently consists only of a pileof builders' 
rubble -with photographs behind. 
However, this section is about to be refurb- 
ished as part of a steady programme of 
improvements. 

The Museum of London was formed by 
the amalgamation of two museums 
devoted to London's history and was 
opened in 1976 in purpose-built premises 


beside a sundering section of the old city 
ua-i. 

The museum galleries occupy two floors 
around a central courtyard, which had 
been little open space, housing a major 
exhibition. "London's Pride". 
Temporary eidilbIHons: 

The British are oflen criticised for their 
attitude towards urban life, for persisting 
to think of themselves as essentially coun- 
try-dwellers. The positive side of this, 
however, has been the British passion for 
gardens, however small. 

"London's Pride" will document the 
long. Mslory of London's gardens. The 
museum's glazed entrance hall vriU be con- 
verted tnto a late- 19th century winter gar- 
den, and the central courtyaid redesigned 
and replanted to show the part playi^ by 
the leading London plant nurseries from 
the 1 6th century to the present day. 

The exhibition is scheduled to end in 
August, but the new courtyard garden will 
remain as a permanent part of the 
museum. 

Temporary exhibitions are a regular 
feature. Recent ones have included a dis- 
play on the history of pewter, and another 
showing a selection from the archive of 
7S.000 photographs of everyday life in 
post-1945 London that were taken 1^ 
Henry Grant and bought from him in 
1986. 

Although the museum is renowned for 
its collection of miscellaneous curiosities 


— ran^ng from lOth century Danish bat- 
Ueaxes to Olivers CromwelPs deatlMnask. 
and the sumptuous red and gold Lord 
Mayor's coach, which is still used in his 
annual procession — it is also a serious 
archaeological centre, with two research 
units responsible forexcavadons throu^- 
out London. 

They have plenty to do, as old buildings 
come down and de e p e r foundations are 
dug news ones, revealing more and 
moreabout London's past and the peoples 
that have lived on this thin layer of clay for 
two thousand years. 

Storyoiaef^ 

The museum may be, in the strictest 
sense, a local one, but it makes even a 
Londoner feel like a temporary visitor to 
the dty. Indeed, it is an unsettling 
experience, crystallised by a Tme group of 
Roman sculptures. They are stone deities 
rrom a temple to the mysmriousgod Mith- 
ras. and were hidden during the 4th cen- 
tury in the mi^ of a stream to preserve 
them from the wrath of the early Chris- 
tians. 

The stream (the Walbrook) has since 
disappeared under the streets near the 
Lord Mayor's Manuon House, but the 
deities resurfaced in good shape nearly 
IfOOyearslater.tn 18S9,asifthey had only 
be« waiting for their persecutors to turn 
the comer.- Now. in gdleries of the 
Museum of London, they join countless 
other exhibits to tell the story of a city.

Laura’s battle against cancer

THE proudest moment in little Laura 
Cambum's life was the day she stood at a 
small country church in her pretty brides- 
maid's dress. 

Wearing a garland of Howers on her 
head, the eight-year-old girl looked like a 
happy, healthy child. 

From the church pews, two heads wat- 
ched the youngster walk up the aisle 
behind the bride. Tears rornied ia Ruth 
and Ian Cambum's eyes as they remem- 
bered how their little giri had bravely ti- 
tled against cancer and won. 

Laura, who had bo;n looking forward 
to this day for six months, still carried the 
legacy or her illness. Underneath her 
blonde wig. she was bald, the result of three 
years of chemotherapy and radiotherapy 
treatment. 

But the worst was over and Laura was 
well on her way to recovering from Wilms 
T umour, a cancer, of the kidney. 

Her mother remembers: "Laura was so 
excited the day of the wedding she had 
always wanted to be bridesmaid. It was 
just the incentive she needed to get better." 

Laura learned she was going to be 
bridesmaid the day she finished having 
chemotherapy. It was a surprise organised 
by a charity group called Dreams Come 
True, who arrange treats for sick children. 

"We wrote to the group on Laura's 
behalf asking for her to be a bridesmaid." 
said Ruth. Neither Ian nor 1 knew anyone 
who was getting married and thought 
that, after all Laura had been through, she 
deserv-ed a gift. 

"Tlie charily found a couple from New 
Zealand who were gelling married and 
needed a bridesmaid. They met Laura and 
were moved by her courage. They still keep 
in touch." 

Now. a viear later, Laura's appearance is 
transformed. Her hair has grow*n bock and 
her golden locks are real. She has put on 
weight and has bags of energ>'. She attends 
a school for handicapp^ and able-bodied 
children nearherhome in Arundel. Sussex. 
The mixed school has successfully 
integrated normal and disabled children 
and Laura is one of the top pupils in her 
class. 

"She loves school and is pi'pular with 
the other children." Ruth told me. “W'hen 
she first started, she used to attend (he 
special handicap unit but. now she is bel- 
ter. she very' rarely goes there." 

The day J saw Laura, she was playing 
games in the school playground with other 
children. The youngster w ho loves watch- 
ing television told me; "My favourite 
programme is Neighbours b^use I like 
Jason Etonovan." 
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The proudest day in little Laura's lile. 


Laura is shy and won't talk about her 
illness. Ruth told me: "Like adults, chil- 
dren tend to blank sometlung that was 
unpleasant out of their minds. Laura 
doesn't ev’en talk about it to ihe other kids. 

But Ruth remembers the hell that she 
and Ian went through during these dark 
days when their world soemed'to fall apart. 
"It was a ni^imare." she said. 

And it was her good friends from a local 
mother-and -toddler group who helped 
the couple through the crisis with much- 
needed moral support. 

"'Hiey ofTened to look after our other 
children and stood by us when we needed 
them ihe most." said Ruth. They're still 
good friends and help to raise money for 
Laura's school. Bamham Primary School. 


and for Great Ormond Street Hospital 
where she was treated. 

"In fact, they have produced a cookery 
book called Laura's Cook Book and are 
hoping to raise £ 1 .000 for Great Ormond 
Street. 

"Out of 100 cancer sufferera. one is a 
child and (he group are raising money to 
furnish a room for mothers of the ack 
children. 

"Where Laura was ill and 1 stayed at the 
hospital. 1 noticed the room 1 stayed in 
could do with some brightening up and J 
mentioned this to one of our friends who 
came up with the idea nf raising money for 
this purpose." 

She speaks highly of the hospital. She

Belgian school teac 
art of faking marble 


BRUSSELS, Belgium. (AP): 
The school has a two-year wait- 
ing list and once you're in, the 
going is tough. But students who 
noish Oement Van Der Kelen's 
intensive six-month course can 
fake marble and wood and cop- 
per like masters. 

The art of painting Ersatz 
marble, stone or metal for 
decorative purposes is as old as 
the real things, says the director 
of the "Ecole Van Der fCelen- 
Logelain." 

Its popularity peaked in the 
19th century and lasted until 
World War U. In recent years, 
fake marble especially had found 
renewed in leresL 

“In France, false marble has 
been much in fashion again for 
about eight or rune years," said 
Jacqueline De Ponton D' 
Amecourt, a former student of 
Van Cter Keleii who restored the 
frescoes at Washington's 
National Gallery of Art. 

"In the United States, it's sim- 
ply madness." said Ms. De Pon- 


tonD' AmecourLwhoworksasa 
decorator in Belgium. France 
and Japan. 

Van Der Kelen's school' 
accommodates no more than 60 
students. 

'They come from all over the 
world in search of a career in 
makingstagedecors or adorning 
mansions, churches, hotels, 
theaters and shops with imita- 
tion marble, wood or copper that 
look deceptively real. 

Isabelle De Sejournet be 
Ramegnies, a graduate of Van 
Der Kelen, decorates homes kiid 
ofEces in Florence. Paris and 
London and is getting ready, to 
branch out into the United 
States. 

Van Der Kelen's ‘school has 
excelled in the art of Trompe L' 
Oeii for more than too years. ' 

Its founder, Michei Van Der 
Kelen, was a house- painter who 
learned about art in Paris. 

He opened his school here in 
1882. *Today. bis grandson, a 
spry 82-year-old. heads the 


school and -still- (caches - eight 
hours a day including Saturdays! 

"Thereis no s^rcl to success.'- 
Oement Van Der Kelen said in 
an interview. "You jusi need 
tusle and. must work hard..- 
Siudents mustlike whaitheydo- 
or they won't inakeil."

HOLLYWOOD. (UPl): Gregory Peck's daughter, 
Cecilia, makes her movie debut in a starring role 
with an impressive performance as an Arab girl in 
Tom Apart. 

Less a chip off the old block than a look-alike for 
her mother Veroniq ue, Cecilia has a piquant all her 
own. 

She co-stars in ror/i /4parrwitb Adrian Pasdarin a 
Romeo and Juliet tragic romance between an Arab 
girl and a young Isr^r soldier caught up in the 
hatred and violence of the West Bank in the 1970s. 

The drama was filmed entirely on location in 
Israel, where Peck spent a month familiariziQg her- 
self with Palestinians before production began. She 
remained there another two months during prin- 
cipal {holography. 

Because Arate — especially Arab women — are 
so seldom portrayed in Hollywood movies, Peck felt 
compelled to give an es{>eci:iny accurate and precise 
perfomiance. 

“4 wanted to research the Arabcultureand people 
nrxlhand," she said in an interview. 

'Td been to Israel with my parents in 1979 and 
saw the country the Jews made, but I knew 
nothing about the Arabs. Lost year 1 sat down and 
miked to Arabs about their lives, their marriages 
and their dreams. 

"There is terrible tertsion on (he West Bank and 
there are incidents every day with the intifada going 
on. So we couldn't film on the West Bank, but mat's 
where much of the story takes place. 

“I managed to go to the West Bank anyhow and 
saw whai is happening. The Israeli’s have built their 
sculcmenus there over the objections of the Arabs 
who live in squalid refugee camps. A lot of them 
have been imprisoned. 

"1 tried to learn as much as I. could about both 
sides. You tend to empathize with both peoples." 


. Peck said she tried to be obiective ip her 
andindcalingwilb Jew'and ArabAlike; but toplay 
her role of Laila convincingly, it was necessary to 
adopt a F^lcstinian's demranor. 

“Laila respects and reveres her fhther and y 
&aiily," Peck said. "But she fails in love with.thq 
Israeli soldier .'Old follows her heart. 

"It wasknportantiomctospeak Englishwilhan . 
Arab accent, which is allogelherdilTerent from the 
Sabra or Hebrew accent. I worked with a<»ach here 
in Hollywood first and then 1 tape-reebrded the 
Arabs I talked to." 

Peck, a Princeton graduate, iilu.siraled the dif- 
ference, lirst speaking in halting fashion, then more 
lluidly. 

*T found Arab women very feminine," she said. . 
"They rommunicate with their eyes so much 
because they wore veils for centuries. They know 
how to make their eyo.fiash. I made friends with 
someofthem. 

"Romances and marriages between Arab and 
Israeli are rare. It's a liiiJe easier for an Israeli - 
woman to have a relationship with un Arab man 
than it is for an Arab woman and an Israeli. • 

because an Arab women is considered to ' have 
dishonored herself and her family if she has iiny-i 
thing to do wiih an i.sraeli. or any non-Arab. 

"Our company included .^rab and Israeli crew 
and cast members alone with Christians. It was a 
rery harmonious group.

BEARDED Gary Gram is a man with a 
rision. Wherever there is a development 
of factorres. block of flats or soaring 
ofTioes. Gary also sees.lakes. woodlands 
. and wildlife. 

And now corporations are paying him 
to share his vision with them. Already 
London 'sold docklands have lush park5 
that are a paradise for birds and animals. 
Thanks to die enthusiastic ecologiisi. 

And Cary, aged 3 1 . has persuaded oil 
gjani BP to’ pul a pipeline underground 
to preserve the Siberian landscape. Now 
he IS negotiating with Saudi Arabians to 
make an ofTice development there "go 
green", vtith trees and lakes. 

So many firms wanted to soften the 
siarkness of (heir buldings (hat, a }var 
ago, Gary set up a business. Ecoschemes. 
to advise' them. He told me; "Buriness is 
booming. I'm currently workingin a £ 1 .5 
million project in central London. 

"It's a high-tech ofTice block. I*ve 
included a shrubbery, a lake and woods 
in the design. The building is almost 
finished and the owners agree that it 
looks much nicer with a green area." 

Gary, whose office is near the tranquil 

watersoftbe Regent'sCanalin London's 
Little Venice, explained I'm prepared to 
help anybody any where in the world. 


The problem is. people are still leaving it 
too late for me to give that rural touch to 
fheirplans. 

"in had my way. every office block in 
the world would have a smalt area of 
green, for birds and animals. All build- 
ings would be suiTounded by lakes and 
garden.*!. Birds nesting and di^ks swim- 
ming would be a oonunon sight." 

And once this happens, everyone will 
be much happier at work, says Gary. He 
told me "If people hearbirds signing first 
iMng in the morning, ihcy'll feci much 
hap^ereven in the bleakest new dcvclo{>- 
menls. 

"Office worters will be aWe to .spend 
lunchtime in a nice green garden rather 
than a smoky resuurant. and will feel 
much more relaxed at the end of ibe day. 

In fact Gary not only wants to change 
the way buiidings look from the outside, 
but also the way they look from the lop. 
He wants to build roofi^ gardens on 
every high-rise office block. 

He Mid: "Many ofik» have large flat 
roofs which aren't used For anyting 
except a fire escape . That’s a lot of wasted 
space which could be put to bet^r use. 

"llie Kensington Park Hotel in Lon- 
don has 3 veiy large rooftop garden, with 
pond and hedgerow. The garden is very 


popular in summer with a hotel guests, 
and the trees help insulate the building in 
winter." 

Gary is currently doing a study on (he 
ides, which is very popular in Norway, 
and he hopes will beromejust as popular 
in other countries. "Norwegian farmers 
plant grass on their bom roofs and use 
the area to graze sheep on in winter*' he 
explainitd. 

He says that turning a roof into a p,irk 
wouldn't be very expensive for most 
companies because very little needs to he 
earned out. Cary said;"Dcpcoding on 
how large thearea is. it cancost only a few 
thousand pounds, because a simple con- 
version consists of planting a few trees 
and grass.’’ 

And birds such as jays and owls would 
use (he garden for nesting. "The birds 
which nest on higher ground would make 
their homes on the rooAop nature 
reserve" says Gary. "Any scheme which 
encourages birdsand animals to flourisli. 
has to be worthwhife. 

“Most countries are now worried 
about the diminishing numbers of tWI- 
dlife. And planting trees and building 

lakes in cities, wc can help the aninul 
population increase." 


In fact , Gary has just finished advising 
the London Docklands Development 
Corporation on a 5.500-aerc site. TTjc 
land which is very marshy used to be 
home to wildfowl, skvlarib and frogs, 
before it became deretici. Gory plan^ to 
build four natural parks on the site, at n 
cost of £12 million. 

He said: "Eaeii park wtU be spev-ialiy 
built to attract wildlife hack to the area, 
aifdonccthetreesarcplanted.itwon’i he 
long before ducks, cts. and other local 
birds return to the area." 

Gary has only been in business a year, 
but already his environmenluJIy fricndly 
sdicmes have won the approval of the 
British Prime Minivtcr Mrs Margaret 
Thatcher 

The government leader sent him u 
"thank-you" letter for hi> advice on the 
Docklands project, fn it she .said his 
scheme would make un enrtrmou.s dif- 
fcrenct lo children and young people, 
and enable th^ (0 learn uh<»ui the 
natural world around them. 

"At long Iasi people are now realising

Argentine fans heartbroken and furious 


BUENOS AIRES, June 9. (Reuter): 
Argentines were plung^ into gloom 
after their world champion soccer team 
was humiliated l-O by Cameroon in the 
first match of the I990WorIdCup finals 
yesterday. 

Grown men whimpered during telev- 
ision interviews or cried out in anger on 
the streets of Buenos Aires at their 


players' performance in Milan. 

"This was the most humiliating defeat 
for .Argentina in all its World Cup his- 
tory.*' commentator Antonio Canw 
lamented on the state-owned television 
station ATC. 

“Not only did we lose lo Cameroon — 
they beat us with nine men," two of 
Cameroon's players were sent off for 


fouling Argentine forward Claudio Can- 
iggia. 

In contrast to the giddy atmosphere in 
Buenos Aires before the match, fans were 
heartbroken and furious with the wrfor- 
mances of some Argentine stars after the 
defeat 

“We lost against Cameroon uigainst 
Camero'on my kid could have caught the 


ball (goalkeeper Neiy) Pumpido let in." 
newsvendor Cache Dalloia cried. 

“1 don't want to talk about the bloody. 
World Cup." currency dealer Roberto 
Gomes said. 

The country came to a virtual stand- 
still during the game, streets emptying as 
Argentines Hocked lo television sets 
midday.

1 
don'L" said goalkeeper Peter Shil- 
ton who will equal Pat Jennings' 
world record of 1 19 international 
appearances on Monday. 

But captain Bryan Robson 
revealed the true feelingsofhis team 
when he confessed that the Irish had 
deserved their famous win because 
England had missed so many 
opportunities — a failing which he 
hoped England would rectify this 
lime. 

"It is going to be a British type of 
garde. We all know that and we all 
know each other very well. But it 
will bean exciting match." Robson 
said. 

“The Irish were noi Jucky to win 
in Stuttgart. They played well and 
they worked hard. We missed a lot 
of chances and you don't know if 
that is down to had play or Just bad 
luck. 

"We are just hoping we cao atake 
as many chances again this time and 
stick some away. That would pul it 
all behind us once and for all.' 

Robson said England would have 
preferred not to be playing in the 
first round against Ireland, who will 
be seeking to extend a LVmatch 
unbeaten run. .

Seles makes history 


16 -year-old Yugoslav beats Graf for title 


PARIS. June 9. (Reuter): Six- 
teen-year-oid Yugoslav Monica 
Seles became the youngcsi'e\er 
winner of the French Tennis 
Open women's singles title when 
she beat world number one SletTi 
Graf of West Germany 7-6 (8-61 
6-4 today. 

Seles, the seoind seed, scored a 
gripping \ictor> with a superior 
demonstration of power, speed 
and talent over the (op-seeded 
West German, (he champion in 
1987 and 1988. 

'The Yugoslav, who Ii\es in 
Florida, saved four set points in a 
first set lie-break before streak- 
ing ahead in the .second set to 
clinch the match and almost 
S300.000 in prize money. 

“1 really wanted it and I've 


really worked hard with my 
father for it. 1 can't believe the 

ihrill." Seles said after the match. 

Seles's parents wept with joy in 
the stands of the packed Rol^d 
Garros stadium after Graf hit a 
forehand long to give her oppon- 
ent the match. 

Defeat against Seles was 
another bitter blow for the 20- 
year-old West German. She lost 
to Sefes fa.st month in Berlin — 
ending a 66-match unbeaten run 
— and lost last year's French 
Open final to another youngster. 
Spain's Arantxa Sanchez 
V'icario. then aged 1 7. 

Seles, who said she was flying 
to Italy on Sunday to watch 
World Cup soccer, showed no 
signs in her 88-minute dissection 


of Graf of the fatigue she has 
complained of during the two- 
week tournament. 

She rushed to 3-0 ahead in a 
rain-iniemipted first set before 
Graf clawed back to force a tie- 
break which she led 6-2 before 
the gutsy Yugoslav took the next 
six points for the set. 

Seles look the first three games 
of the second seL pinning Graf to 
the back of the court wich her 
powerful double-handed fore- 
hand and backhand. 

Grafs normal computer-like 
strokes were also slightly ofTlar- 
get as she sought her 1 0th Grand 
Slam title. 

“I*m lacking confidence at the 
moment, making more mistakes 
and not making winners like I 


used to. There's something miss- 
ing." a disappointed Graf said 
af\er the match. 

The last games of the second 
set were an enthralling series of 
long rallies between brutal hit- 
ters. Against the odds, it was 
Seles whose shots found the 
mark, while Grafs sliced l^ck- 
hands presented little challenge 
to the Yugoslav. 

Seles held her own service whb 
difficulty to go 5-4 up. but Graf 
appeared to cave in during the 
last game. 

The Yugoslav, who reached 
the semifinals in Paris last year, 
rushed to the stands where her 
parents were dancing with joy 
before accepting the winner's 
trophy.
